tainly fact, however, that, whether intentionally 
otherwise, the life the average summer hotel quite 
short and usually terminated conflagration. 
fact that these structures are not always very good 
investments, and our conviction that the cause for 
their repaying poorly the capital invested not far 
eek. are generally poorly designed, wretchedly 
and built with consideration for even 
retarding the spread ordinary fires, and the experi- 
ence number well-built hotels seems show that 
these structures were better built, their architecture 
vas less open reproach, and they combined their 
onstruction least slight degree resistance 
fires, they would prove better investments for 
several reasons. They would live longer account 
the reduction fire risk; they would keep better 
order with less bill repairs because better and 
more thorough construction; and above all, they would 
appeal the public more strongly and direct propor- 
tion the excellence the architectural design.

advantageous site that could found. And there are 
plenty instances well designed and well constructed 
hotels tucked away poor locations which have owed 
very considerable share their publicity and success 
the catchy pictures the architect’s designs which have 
been published the advertisements the 
other words, the experience this line much 
the same with the large city hotels; the best ones pay 
the most. The commercial value good looks, the 
advertising value thorough construction can dem-

fireproof construction, believe that 
tures would command the following the public, and 
would prove, the long run, thoroughly good 
investments, even though the returns single pros- 
perous year would not relatively great are now 
won some the shoddy seaside fabrics. 


cost asummer hotel which would reason- 

ably fireproof would not great any 
sense prohibitive for any structure one hundred rooms 
and upward. The building itself could built with ma- 
sonry constructed walls and fireproof floors expense 
something like eight cents cubic foot. The cost 
ordinary wooden structure, many cases, runs 
over ten cents cubic foot, and the cost the finished 
work, carried out what would fairly called 
proof construction, would probably not more than 
five per cent above the cost completed wooden 
structure. The average country hotel, when 
constructed wood, will earn fifteen twenty per 
cent the investment good year, but its life 
short, and after has been few years generally 
looks shabby and ceases draw. the other hand, 
fireproof structure could counted earn ten per 
cent for indefinite period and keep its fresh appear- 
ance for many years. that investment, even 
slightly greater outlay, would much preferable.
